New varieties of fruit are constantly 
being produced, and the best that arc 
planted one year may iint be the la)st 
even wlii'ii tiny prniliu't' tiii'ir lirst 
crop. lly Ibat lime wu may reasonably 
hope tbnl some Tarietlea of pear and 
appio may bo produced more hardy 
and productive Ihnn any wo have at 
present. Still, if all the land a faniu r 
desires to dovotc tu orchard pur|i(Me.s 
be occupied by fruit trees ho will hesi- 
tate about getting out any more. Ho 
will continue to use inferior fruit while 
his neighbors nix) enjoying aomethtt ia 
vastly superior. 

As with large fruits, so with small 
fruits, the best plan Is to plant "early 
and often." Currant, goosehorry and 
raspberry bushes proiluco tho finest 
fruit and gcucniUy the largest crops 
when tliey urc cnniparatividy young. 
The old wood Is likely to IkH-umo ilis- 
easeti and subject lo ueeay. It is often 
punelurod by Ixircrs and beeoines so 
brittle that the stalks and branches arc 
broken by till' wind, an acoumulatiou 
of ice, or the weight of ftnlt New 
wood, however, is strong, and not 
likely to bo broken by any of these 
enii.sea. AfU'rniiy nf lhes(> bushes are 
three years nId ili.y will all'nrd cut- 
tings or rout4:d slips, and tho best of 
tliein ihould be taken off and planted 
each year. As one row is declining in 
produotlvoncss nnothi r will be In its 
jirimc, and a third appmiHiliing tho 
e^indition of bearing. Tbe method of 
propagating all these bushes is very 
ea.sy and almplo. Tho lime nHjuircd to 
set out a now row each spring Is vory 
small. The work can lie done during 
days when it is t^m wet tu ubtcnilto or- 
dinary field npcralinns nr when ths 
teams am resting and eating. It does 
not take long to remove twenty cuttings 
and i)laee them in the ground so lhat 
they will throw out mot.'*. The second 
year llioy will eniilaiii sovcral stalks, 
nml the third they will prndiicc .sumo 
fruit that will be of excellent quality. 
It is easy to cultivate the ground bv- 
Iwif II young berry bushes, but more 
dillieiilt to do tho work aftor lliey be- 
eiiiiie old. The same rule upplies to 
i-lrawlicrrlcs as to licrry bushes. A few 
ehniee iilants should be raised enoh 
year. They sboiild bo ti-aiisplantt'd 
in the fall or early the next spriiij;. Iw 
kept free from bfos.soins and runners, 
and cultivated with a view of raising 
superior fruit tho following season. 
Fifty strong plants will produce all tho 
Strawberries an ordinary lamilf Will 
Bonaume.— CWeg go 2Vtn««.

Tilden, Jr., wlio 
Hpoke fur Ihu laniily, said lliat not a 
word about tbo will could be g'wcu 
to the press. The family bad decided,

lialc, as tlic dale bad mil yd been 
llxcd for ihal, bo could not say when 
it would be giveu to the press. 

Later, Hon. Joiiii Digelow was 
firm by a reporter at his home, No. 
21 fiiaiiiercy place, and from bini 
was learned the following furls 
Hbout tbe will: Mr. lti<<;elow, An 
drew II. Green and liuo. W. Sinltb 
Are named as c.\ccnlors and trustees. 
All of Mr. Tilden's kindred are gen

Iho whole cslal<< is jilaced In liie 
hands of the cxevutors as Iruslees, 
Ktch lioir is to receive an cqiitl gliire 
iu llie line of hi* or bor cousanguini 
ty ; that is iid^bews and nclces eipial 
ainouuta, and Ihotr cbildrRn certain 
anioniils; but they are to receive only 
the incoiiio derived from an otpial 
Bcparato spcullic sum, ibu principal 
at tbeir death to be dlauoied ofiu a 
manner which Mr. Uigefow could not 
slate. None of bis relatives, be said, 
except Alls. Mary ]!. IVlton, bis sis- 
ter, arc given any specific bciinest 
forever. To her be beqneatlis llie 
residence No. 33 West Tbirlveigbili 
nlreet and the sum of |I00,()|)0 lotlive 
upon. All bis real estale except tills 
is placed in his cxcciitdrs' hands. In 
be disposed ofasllicy sec lit, eillici- 
by, sale rental or cxclmni;c. tircy- 
Blono and the Gramercy Park prop- 
erly fulling niidcr tbe same rule. 
The executors arc tirst charged with 
the duly of setting apart for his rclu- 
lives the sums named for them from 
wliicli the several incomes are to be 
derived. This done, It becomes the 
duly of llie ezecutora and tbe irus- 
lees lo carry nut bis wishes regard- 
ing certain public bencflclarles. They 
are clniiged with the duly, (Irsl, of 
nstablisliiiig a lice library in liis na- 
* live village, New Leliai'mn, also in 
Youkors, and if, in the discretion of 
the trustees iliey choose lo eslabllsli 
a free library in this cily, Ihcy may 
do so, ami if iiol, Ihcy arc at lilicrlv 
to use the funds that a free librar'v 
would cost in the pioniotioii of any 
charitable or cdncallonal use.

The estate is not as large as eili- 
mated by some jicople. The value 
bas been placed al |IO,0(KI,(KX), but 
Jlr. l!ii,'elow says lliis is dimlile lis 
aeliial value. As regards a public 
library for Ibis city, that matter is 
lofltolbe (Tiscrelion oftbo Iruslees, 
bolli as lo locallon, si/.o, ei|iiipinciit 
and costs. Hence the city will have 
a librarv, if the trustees think that 
the funds in tlieir bands can not lie 
used for the public to belter advan- 
tage.

"Shortly before II o'clock the pris- 
oner was taken from jail, and the fu- 
neral cortege was put in motion. 1''irsi 
cnine three roin]ianies, iIumi llie crim- 
inal's wagon drawn by tw.i laitrc 
while borscs. John Itrown was scal- 
ed on his eofllu, neeoiiipanicd by llic 
slierllf and two other persons. The 
wagon drove lo the foot oftbo gal- 
lows and Itrown descended wilh alac- 
rity and wiibout assistance and as- 
cep slep.s lo llic iihil binn. 
UU demeanor was intrepid, wiibout 
being braggart. He made no siicecb ; 
wiiclher he desired to make one or 
not I do not know : even if be bad dc- 
sii-ed il, it would nol have been per- 
mitted. Any spcicb of bis iiiiisl ol 
iiccessily have been nnlawliil as be- 
ing dircclcd against the peace and 
dignity o.f the Coiunionwcallli, and 
as such could not be allowed by those 
who wore then engaged In the moat 
solemn and extreme vludioctlou of 
law. 

Jubn Brown's manner gave no ev- 
idence of liniidity, but bis counte- 
nance was nol free from concern, and 
it sccined lo'iiie lo have a lilllo cast 
of wililiiess. lie stood upon the scaf- 
fold bill a short lime, giviiiif brief 
adieus lo those uronnd him, when be 
was properly pinioned, Hie white cap 
drawn over hUface, Ihe noose adjust- 
ed and attached lo Iho liook above 
and be was moved, blindrolded, a 
tew steps forward. It was curious 
to note bow Ibe insliucts ol nature 
cperatcd lo makobim careful in pul- 
ling out bis feel, as if afraid be would 
walk off the scaffold. Tlie man who 
stooil iiiiblanehed on Iho brink ot 
clcrnlty was alraid of falling a lew 
feel lo the ground. 

Kvorylhing was now in readiness. 
I'lie sherifl' asked the prisoner if he 
sliiiuld give liini a [irivatc signal bc- 
liiru llic luliil iiuinieiil. lie replicil, 
ill a voice lliat sounded iiniiatnrally 
natural— so coinpwoil was lis lone 
and so distinct its articulation— that 
'it did not inalter lo bini,if only tuey 
would not keep him too long walling. *- 
He was kept wailing, however; tbe 
troops that bad luniied liise-eiii l bad 
to be put iu Ibeir proper position and 
wbilu this was going on be stood lor 
some 10 or 15 minutes blindfolded, 
tbe rope around bis neck and Ids feel 
on Ihe licacberoiis plalloriii, expect- 
ing iiislaiitly Ihe f>ttal act ; bnl be 
8loo<\ for this coinpuralivcly long 
lime upright as a soldier In pdsitiini 
and iiiolloiiless. I was close to him 
and watched bim narrowly to see it ! 
could sec any sign ofsiirinking or 
trembling in liis person, but lliere 
was none. Once I llionght I saw bis 
knees irenible, but it wa* only the 
wind blowing his loose trousers. His 
tirniness was subjected lo still lurlb- 
er trial by b<iarlngCol. Smilb an- 
nounce III llic sherilf, 'we arc ready, 
Mr. Campbell.' 'I'lie slierill' did not 
bear or conipi ebcnd and in a louder 
lone tbo aaine aunoiiiicemeiit was 
made. But liie culprit still (loud 
steady, iiniil tbo sherilf, descending 
the lliglil III' stops, with a well-direct- 
eil blow of a sharp batcliel, severed 
llic I'lipc lliat held up tbe trap door, 
which inslaiilly sank sheer benculb 
hini. He fell' alKiiit three feel, and 
Ihe man of strong and bloody band, 
of tierce passions, of iron will, of vi'on- 
ilertiil vii issiludes, tbe terrible parli- 
sun of Kansas, the captnrer of tbe

There was profoiindest silcnes din- 
ing the tiihc bis slrngglcs continned, 
growing feebler and feebler at each 
abortive attempt to brcutlic. Ills 
knees wera scarcely bent, his anus 
were drawn up at a right angle at 
tbe elbow, with the bands clenched; 
but there was no writhing of Ibc 
body, no violenl heaving of tlic chest. 
At each feebler effort at respiration 
bis arms sank lower and his legs bung 
more relaxed, until at last, lank and 
straiglil, be dangled, swayed slightly 
to and fro by the wind.
